“Commercial Bank is proud to 
donate this property to the West 
Liberty Fire Department,” Allen 
said. “These firefighters provide 
a great service, and we hope this 
land donation will be a step in 
helping them better protect the 
public.” 



Following Allen’s remarks, 
Mayor Nickell said that he is 
seeking funding to construct the 
firehouse. 

“I hope the city can find 
$700,000 to $1 million for this 
project,” Nickell said. “We are 
shooting for the top of the moun- 
tain. The new building will not 
only serve as a firehouse once it 
is constructed, but also a train- 
ing center for all county fire de- 
partments.”

training facility with equipment 
storage space would improve fire 
service throughout the county. 

“Many of our firefighters with 
the county departments work in 
city limits,” Conley said. “We 
would like to keep a truck from 
each department at the new 
firehouse to give firefighters 
easier access to equipment dur- 
ing the day.

Board effort to collect 
past due school lunch 
fees comes under fire 



At issue: More than 
$13,000 in 2007-08 
delinquent bills

The Morgan County Board of 
Education came under fire last 
week after it sent a letter to some 
parents and guardians outlining 
possible options for the collec- 
tion of more than $13,000 in de- 
linquent lunch fees. 

The letter, which was sent on 
Aug. 4 by School Food Services 
Director Brenda Bruce Whitt, 
reads as follows: 

We can turn the account over 
to a collection agency, we can 
take the account to small claims 
court, we can garnish wages, or 
we can elect to serve your child/ 
children an alternative meal. 
This meal would consist of some- 
thing like crackers with peanut 
butter and water. No one wants 
to see your child/ children eating 
this fare when the other children 



are eating pizza and spaghetti 
and chicken nuggets. However, 
you leave us with no alternative 
but to use one or all of these 
methods to assure that their ac- 
count is paid or at least does not 
get even larger. 

Superintendent of Schools Joe 
Dan Gold said this letter was not 
the first attempt to contact par- 
ents about the overdue charges, 
most of which had accumulated 
during the 2007-2008 school 
year. 

“There have been ongoing ef- 
forts to contact parents about the 
overdue fees,” Gold said. “That 
includes personal contact, letters 
and telephone calls to people 
who owed $40-$50. The board 
has in the past also sent certified 
letters and taken some parents to 
small claims court.” 

An April 28 letter obtained by 
The Courier from Whitt to in- 
debted parents also warned of 
possible legal repercussions for 
food service charges that ex-

AG Development Board 
okays money for farmers 



Overwhelmed by the number 
of grant applications received for 
the Ky. Agricultural Relief Effort 
(KARE) And Ag Menu pro- 
grams, the local Ag Development 
Board reduced this year’s fund- 
ing amount per farm at their July 
21 meeting. 

Chairman Johnny Cantrell 
said the Board had a long discus- 
sion on how best to distribute the 
funds. “Scoring the applications 
would have left deserving indi- 
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viduals out of the program since 
the scores would not have been 
that much different,” according 
to Cantrell. “Although we had to 
cut funds, this seemed the fairest 
way for everybody. Hopefully 
farmers will see this money as the 
glass being half full rather than 
half empty.” 

The KARE program received 
216 applications and the Ag 
Menu Program received 164 re- 
quests for hay storage, hay han- 
dling equipment, cattle handling 
facilities, and sorghum produc- 
tion ventures. KARE recipients 
will receive $362 and Ag Menu 
recipients will be granted up to 
$1,101 on a 50/50 match basis. 

The volunteer board will be 
meeting once a month through 
December to approve receipts. 
The deadline for receipts to be 
submitted is Friday, Dec. 5. For 
more information about these 
programs, contact Sarah Fannin- 
Holliday, Morgan County Exten- 
sion Agent for Agriculture and 
Natural Resources at 743-3292.

Core Contest Test) are calculated 
together and broken into sub- 
groups to determine if each group 
has met the target goals. 

Achieving 100 percent of their 
target goals in reading and math 
were Morgan County Middle 
School, West Liberty, East Val- 
ley, Ezel, and Morgan Central 
elementary schools. 

Students at Morgan County 
High School fell short in math- 
ematics and failed to meet AYP.

Vehicle searches 
at prison result 
in three arrests 

Aug. 11 - Vehicle searches 
during visitation at the Eastern 
Kentucky Correctional Complex 
in West Liberty resulted in three 
arrests. 

The Eastern Kentucky Cor- 
rections Emergency Response 
Team (CERT), assisted by the 
Kentucky State Police and the 
West Liberty Police Department, 
conducted vehicle searches of all 
staff and visitor vehicles on Sat- 
urday, Aug. 9.

ceeded $5 per student. 

Much of the negative reaction 
to the Aug. 4 letter following an 
Aug. 8 report by WKYT reporter 
Denny Trease stemmed from the 
board’s alternative meal pro- 
posal. 

An anonymous Morgan 
County mother left the following 
comment on the television 
station’s website: 

“If a parent said they would 
only feed their children peanut 
butter crackers and water, social 
services would be called on them. 
In the times we live in now, 
where everything costs more than 
it should, children should be able 
to depend on getting fed at 
school.” 

Gold told WKYT that the 
board wanted to raise awareness 
of the option though the letter’s 
language could have been “soft- 
ened a little bit.” 

“The board will make sure 
students get something to eat 
while they are at school,” Gold 
said. “As far as I know, the alter- 
native meal option was not en- 
forced last year. The school sys- 
tem will continue to feed stu- 
dents, but it will also make ef- 
forts to collect overdue lunch 
fees. 

“The board is also willing to 
help low-income parents work 
out lunch payment plans, and as- 
sist them with applications for 
free or reduced lunches for their 
children. Our goal is to keep meal 
prices low for everyone.” 

The superintendent noted that 
some parents paid a total of ap- 
proximately $1,500 in delinquent 
lunch fees after the letters were 
mailed. 

The board of education urges

MCHS achieved 70 percent of its 
target goals. 

At the elementary level, at 
least 60.45 percent of the stu- 
dents tested in reading must score 
at the proficient or distinguished 
levels. In math, 41.84 percent of 
students must score proficient or 
distinguished to meet the goal. 

At the high school level, 49.32 
percent of students tested in read- 
ing must score proficient or dis- 
tinguished and 38.6 percent for 
math. 

These Annual Measurable 
Objectives (AMO) are a part of 
the NCLB Act and are set 
through the year 2014. 

Other components included in 
the determination of AYP include 
participation rate, measuring 
graduation rates an drop- out 
rates at the high school level and 
meeting other academic indica- 
tors, which differ depending on 
the grade level. Each year, a 
greater percentage of students 
must meet the AMO set for both 
reading and math and the other 
components.

trade me in for a freshman Demo- 
cratic senator, there would be a 
dramatic loss of political influ- 
ence and financial assistance for 
Kentucky.” 

(Sen. McConnell’s general 
election opponent is former 
Democratic gubernatorial candi- 
date and entrepreneur Bruce 
Lunsford, of Louisville.) 

The senator also discussed 
what he described as “the biggest 
political issue since terrorism” - 
record-high gasoline prices and 
alternate energy sources. 

“Gas prices of $4 per gallon 
are not acceptable,” Sen. 
McConnell said. “This is devas- 
tating for middle- and low-in- 
come families. The United States 
needs to find more domestic oil, 
while developing technologies to 
use less oil. This would not only 
reduce gasoline prices, but also 
make the American dollar much 
stronger.” 

Sen. McConnell suggested 
that Congress open the Artie Na- 
tional Wildlife Refuge (ANWR) 
in Alaska for oil exploration to 
counter the annual petroleum im- 
port cost of $55.1 billion. 

According to anwr.org, a po- 
litical action group that supports 
drilling in the wildlife refuge, 
there are between approximately 
three and nine billion barrels of 
recoverable oil in a 1.5 million- 
acre tract in ANWR known as the 
Costal Plain. 

Officials from the environ- 
mental organization Greenpeace 
argue that oil exploration in 
ANWR could be a decade-long 
process that would have little 
impact on gas prices. The group 
also cites the possibility of oil 
spills as a danger to ANWR’s fish 
and marine mammals. 

Sen. McConnell also supports 
the development of battery-pow- 
ered vehicles and higher fuel ef- 
ficiency standards for automobile 
manufacturers to reduce fuel us- 
age, in addition to liquid coal, 
ethanol and nuclear power as al- 
ternative energy sources. 

“There is no reason why this 
country can’t meet this chal- 
lenge,” Sen. McConnell said. 
“This is biggest problem con- 



fronting our nation in several 
years. There is no single thing 
that will solve it - the key is to 
move forward on all fronts.” 

The senator concluded with an 
optimistic message for the 
American public. 

“America is still the greatest 
country in the world,” Sen. 
McConnell said. “All of us can 
have a huge impact on this issue. 
We will solve this energy crisis - 
if the public demands a high level 



of non-partisan cooperation from 
our nation’s leaders.”

Fugate Murphy 




Mary Columbia Fugate was 
born December 8, 1918, in Mor- 
gan County, Kentucky, the 
youngest child and only daugh- 
ter of Uriah Wilson and Bertie 
Cecil Fugate. She died on July 29, 
2008, at the home of her daugh- 
ter, Mary Frances. 

She was preceded in death by 
her parents, her husband, Rex, 
and son, Johnny Clay Wade 
Murphy, and one brother, 
Cummings Fugate. 

She is survived by one daugh- 
ter, Mary Frances Murphy Miller, 
and four grandchildren, John 
Nathaniel Miller, of Washington, 
D.C., Thomas Ryan Miller, of 
Morehead, Ky., David Michael 
Miller, of Los Angeles, CA., and 
Sarah Marcole Miller, of Louis- 
ville, Ky.; one brother, Woodrow 
Wilson (Mae) Fugate; and one 
niece, Bertie Ruth (Bernard) 
Murphy, of Morgan County; four 
nephews, Scotty (Linda) Fugate, 
Danny (Carol) Fugate, Johnny 
(Anita) Fugate, and Jerry 
(Beverly) Fugate; several great 
and great-great nieces and neph- 
ews, many special cousins, and a 
wealth of friends. 

Mary’s formative years were 
spent on the family farm in Mor- 
gan County where she kept busy 
with chores both inside and out- 
side, and tried to keep up with her 
two older brothers. Brother 
Woodrow tells of the time when 
the three siblings were riding in 
a wagon pulled by mules, and the 
reins broke. Both brothers bailed, 
but Mary’s dress got caught. Her 
mother had to run the mules 
down to rescue her daughter. That 
was one of the many times she 
voiced her distaste for having to 
wear girl clothes. Those hand 
knitted stockings really bothered 
her, too. Briars and thorns at- 
tached themselves to her legs 
when she was playing in the 
fields with her brothers. She en- 
vied their practical attire and 
longed for the day when she too 
could dress that way. Eventually, 
of course, she could, but that was 
years away and didn’t help when 
keeping up with the brothers was 
all important. It was that fierce 
desire to keep up with them that 
helped her develop a love of the 
outdoors, of riding horses, of 
fishing, and maintaining a 
healthy lifestyle filled with physi- 



cal activity. She attributed her 
long life to eating healthy, exer- 
cising, and she remained free of 
health related issues until her fall 
two years ago. She was also 
proud of the fact that she never 
drank coffee or soda pop, and that 
alcohol never touched her lips. 
She would say of herself, “I’m 
happy. I’m healthy. I’m holy.” 
And we can say of her, that was 
not brag, that was truth. 

After graduating from Ezel 
High School, Mary attended Lees 
Junior College, at Jackson, for 
two years, then transferred to 
Kentucky Wesleyan, in Winches- 
ter, Kentucky where she gradu- 
ated with a teaching certificate. 
Her math skills placed her in the 
top one percent nationally. She 
was a member of the Daughters 
of the American Revolution since 
her senior year of high school, 
and later was selected to be a 
Kentucky Colonel. While at Ken- 
tucky Wesleyan she was active in 
any form of athletics available to 
a woman at that time. She won 
an award for holding her breath 
and swimming under water. For 
many years, she participated in 
the Kentucky Wesleyan class re- 
unions. For her 55th reunion, she 
planned a hayride and was com- 
pletely surprised when not one of 
her 77 year old former classmates 
was interested. She had to cancel 
the event. The following year she 
went with the younger alums and 
talked about how the ride to the 
top of the hill was more beauti- 
ful than she had remembered. 

She returned to Morgan 
County after graduation, but her 
teaching career was short-lived. 
After only a year or two in a 
Morgan County one-room 
school, she was offered a position 
at the Commercial Bank, in West 
Liberty. She accepted the offer 
and worked there for several 
years. 

After the end of World War II, 
she met a young soldier back 
from his tour of duty. Mary Co- 
lumbia Fugate wed William Rex 
Murphy. To this union were born 
two children, Johnny Clay Wade 
and Mary Frances. Until Rex’s 
death in 1983, Mary worked tire- 
lessly by his side on their dairy 
farm, with sheep, horses, beef 
cattle and dairy cattle, and in the 
fields and gardens. 

Horse shows and county fairs. 
She never missed many of either. 
She would enter flower arrange- 
ments, canned goods, baked 
items— and won ribbon after rib- 
bon. It wasn’t so much the win- 
ning that she sought, but the ca- 
maraderie she experienced in the 
interaction with the other contes- 
tants. She made and maintained 
many a friendship through county 
fairs and horse shows. She rode 
in her last horse show at the age 
of 82. 

Mary loved to fish. She would 
head out to Blackwater or the lake 
and never tell a soul where she 
was going. When she was nearly 
84 years old, she went fishing at 
the lake with a close relative. Af- 
ter fishing through a pouring 
rain, the bank had slipped and in 
she tumbled. She made the young 



man promise he would not tell 
Mary Frances, and he didn’t, un- 
til much after the fact. 

Mary’s number one love was 
her family. She became the indis- 
pensable grandmother, eagerly 
accepting the roles of babysitter, 
chauffeur, short-order cook and 
confidant for her four grandchil- 
dren. She escorted them to piano 
lessons, gymnastics, T-ball, Little 
League, cheerleading practice, 
and ball games. She never missed 
a piano recital, or a game if Sa- 
rah cheered or if one of the boys 
played. 

Mary was a devoted member 
of the Pine Grove Community 
Church and cherished the many 
friendships she made there. Her 
Christian values were manifested 
in the everyday generosity, em- 
pathy and concern she had for 
others. She visited nursing 
homes, the hospital, or shut-ins 
on a regular basis. She had been 
known to drive to the store in ice 
and snow to get a loaf of bread 
for one of three local ladies for 
whom she felt personally respon- 
sible. She attended her home- 
making meetings devoutly and 
with enthusiasm. Mary had her 
own agenda and she kept busy 
helping others. 

It was said of Mary by a lady 
who knew her well, “No preacher 
or church member has done more 
for this community than Mary 
Murphy has.” 

There can be no greater 
legacy.

Replace 2-wire 115 volt outlets with new 3-wire grounded outlets. The third 
prong fitted into a grounded outlet completes the grounded system & protects 
you against current from defective appliances & equipment. 

Inspect overloaded wiring. Additional wiring may be needed to handle 
increased electrical loads; whenever toasters or heaters are slow, lights dim 
or TV picture temporarily shrinks. Prevent overloads by using the right size & 
type fuse. 

Stay out of a flooded basement while electricity is still on. Call your 
cooperative office. Disconnect utilities yourself only if the basement is dry. 
Also, turn off the gas. A light switch can ignite gas in a flooded basement. 
Before using equipment, gas or wiring again have them checked by a qualified 
serviceman. 

Replace extension cords with permanent wiring & outlets wherever you 
regularly plug in appliances or lamps. Extension cords provide temporary 
service, but could cause tripping, fire & shock hazards when used in one 
location for several months. 

Label entrance panels. Show what use is made for each circuit. When a fuse 
blows or breaker opens, the source of trouble can be quickly identified if 
labels tell which lights, outlets or equipment are on each circuit.
